About the only freaks of great value 
manufactured by the gowwiiueat are 
misprinted postage stamps, the value 
ef ooe of these sometime* running up 
Into the thousands There la nothing 
more dear to the collector than theca 
errors In printing, and, toot there la 
aothing which causes a tornado a € 
trouble quicker In the bureau of en¬ 
graving and printing. An error la gen 
era tty a costly thing in (hia depart¬ 
ment. It means that whoever la re¬ 
sponsible for the mistake must get oat 
and bunt another Job. Tbs work Is too 
Important to permit of care I ms ri ass 
An error produces a freak stamp, but 
tt also produces a vacancy, often more. 
In the ranks of the employees of the de¬ 
partment But the collector, the phi¬ 
latelist, la happy, for be gets a prise of 
the first water. 

Any and every thing In the way of a 
■tamp which varies a hair's breadth 
from the correct design Is a freak, and 
there Is always a beeted race by the 
stamp fiends to secure- one of these. 
Usually tbesc errors, and they are not 
made often, are detected before many 
of the stem;*# *r»- j>ig In circulation, and 
when only a few get out the collectors 
are ready to pay fancy prices for oue 
of the prizes. Nome few collectors la¬ 
bor under the Impression that “every 
man bas his price." and the sum of 
S^U.UOU was offered the head of the bu¬ 
reau a few years ago If he would have 
Issued a half dozen sheets of two cent 
errors. Of course no consideration 

whatever was given to the pro(»osition. 
and the get rich quick philatelist saw 
bis plans miscarry 
Rome very valuable freak stamps 
were Issued In 1 S»©. when a series of 
stamps was Issued In colors. The 
series comprised denominations from 
1 cent to 9u cents. Tbe IS, 24, 30 and 
90 cents were printed In two colors. 
On these tbe central picture was print¬ 
ed Inverted, and the error was detect¬ 
ed. Today any of them* freaks will 
bring from gfiOO to fSkki each. 

The freak two cent pan American 
series of stamps which turned up In 
Buffalo, N. V., fa tbe year of the Rain¬ 
bow City exjoeltlou. 1901, are now nit- 
ed at $.Vi each. Only a few of these got 
In circulation before It was discovered 
that the railroad train In tbe renter of 
the stamp was upside down. It ts like¬ 
ly that thousands would have been sold 
bad not a gentleman who had purchas¬ 
ed ten stamps discovered the error 
and forthwith wrote the bureau of en¬ 
graving and printing notifying the of¬ 
ficer*. He doubtless thought be was 
. fisfng x good service For Che govern- 
aQERt' and doubUjjs be wms, but tbe 
SUnip tojlector* denounce Tilm if a 
ttmnp of Si! fV^«t JTP* The gen 
ffwanan gave away several 6 ?

uable freak family. It Is altogether 
reasonable to suppose that tbe stamps 
were affixed to letters and the en¬ 
velopes destroyed. If any sheet of er¬ 
ror stamps other than that sent to the 
Buffalo office was over sent out, the 
-• fact bas never been known at tbe bu¬ 
reau. and It Is not likely that the mar¬ 
ket will ever be glutted with this freak 
•tamp. 

I >uring tbe winter of 1890 s sheet of 
the ordinary oue cent stamps, with the 
word ’TJuam" printed across tbe fare, 
•tipped through with “Guam” upside 
down. These stamps were printed for 
tbe use of tbe Island, and collectors 
tare searched far and near for them. 
.Only a few have been secured by tbs 
collectors, and they bring stiff prices. 
Tbs people of Guam know but little 
about the value set oo such freaks by 
tbe stamp collectors.

with the vtlret malefactors. For nine¬ 
teen months P Yet hie faith sever failed, 
even when kla strength seemed ebbing 
oat cod bis Ilfs wee despaired of. In 
tbs summer of 1648, when tbs galleys 
were lying In sight of St. Andrew’s, a 
companion asked him If, lo bla weakness, 
be oouid see land, and bla reply was: 
•• Yes, I know It well, for I see tbs stee¬ 
ple of that place where God first opened 
my mouth to His gloty; and I am fully 
persuaded that bow weak soever I now 
appear, I shall not depart this Ufa till my 
tongue shall glorify His holy name In 
tbe same place."
